The average annual private wage for Construction was $64,664 in 2020. This was $9,863 more than 
the state’s average annual private sector wage of $54,801. All of the industry sub-sectors earned 
average annual wages higher than the state average, with Heavy and Civil Engineering Construction 
earning the highest wages at $77,942. 


Many industries experienced negative employment growth from 2015 to 2020, largely due to the 
economic effects of the COVID-19 pandemic in 2020. The Construction industry, however, had a net 
increase in employment from 2015 to 2020, with all of the Construction industry subsectors increasing 
employment.
